snother part of this issue. The w riter advances reasons for his 
belief that “ the facts, as seen from a cursory review of Anglo- 
Jewish life during the last two generations, all seem to indicate 
‘hat there is no place in Europe, and probably not in the world, 
which presents aless fertile soil for anti-Semitism at the present 
moment than does Great Britain.” There are some who go further 
‘han this and question whether this country is ever likely, in any- 
‘hing approaching normal conditions, to become a fruitful 
breeding place for a truly extensive anti-Jewish cult. As Mr. 
4UKERMAN rightly observes, ” it requires a people’s most brutal 
mood to pounce upon a helpless and defenceless minority living 
n its midst and bully it into panic, submission and exile. The 
“oglish have seldom revelled in outbursts of social brutality of 
this kind. . ... It runs counter to every moral, iesthetic and 
“istorie sénse of the English people, as well as to every 
‘onomic. political and even logical consideration.” We have, 
deed, particularly to remember that Britain is not only moved 
hy a profound feeling for social justice. There are practical 
considerations which cannot fail to influence her as deeply. 
Her robust common sense tells her that once you begin to 
‘amper with the rights of a section of the people, the rights 
and the liberties of the rest of the population are jeopardised, 
lor the thin end of the wedge of the Continental tyrannies 
will have been introduced.

THe acts cf violence in Palestine, reported in the Press almost 
daily, grow more rather than less numerous. The 
GRAVE Jerusalem correspoudent of Tar Times desc: ibes 
TENSION IN iast week-end as the worst since the termination 
PALESTINE of the Arab strike in October, and pictures the 


country as gravely perturbed. Arab leaders, we 
are told, deplore these bappenings, but seem to consider them the 
inevitable result of the unhappy political situation. They are, in fact, 
the result of the lamentable weakness shown 
weakness evidenced during last year's distu» 
in the omission subsequently to disarm :: 
the failure fully to vindicate the law. Eighty murders were 
perpetrated during the recent outbreak. In no single instance,-to 
our knowledge, bas the murderer suffered the extreme penalty. In 
face of all this hesitancy and timidity what else could have been 
expected than what we are witnessing to-day? The present violence 
indeed, looks like a deliberate trading upon the administration's 
proven lack of coursage—an attempt, in a word, to intimidate both 
the Royal Commission and the Government at home.

and one who takes its work with commendable seriousness, urged 
the Synagogue electors to “try and find a better lot than they had 
it present,” and described the existing members as in a few instances 
capable, but mostly “very ordinary people doing their little best. 
Another gentleman, Mr. hb. A. Levinson, who was, until recently, 
the Chairman of the Boards Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, was no less unappreciative. Ina his opinion, the general 
standard of the Deputies “has diminished, Board alter Board.’ 
(hese are hard sayings—-perbaps too hard. And some cynics 
may be tempted to ask whether the general run of Members 
of Parliament is very superior in mental distinction to those 
who make up what used rather absurdly to be called our ~ Anglo- 
lewish Parliament,” and even whether M.P.'s, too, are not in the 
main “ very ordinary people.’ ‘They might possibly feel inclined to 
jib at the idea that ordinariness is necessarily a disqualification for 
vovernment, and to ask whether brilliancy may not sometimes be 
iaugerous. After all, they may say, it was a“ Ministry of all the 
.alents”’ that led this country into the futile Crimean War. 


T another criticism was also levelled at the Deputies. Accord 

ing to Mr. Levinson, they are, as a whole, not repre- 
outative of the Community. ‘Some may object that a good deal 
tas been done in recent years to remedy this defect-—the admission, 
for example, of the Friendly Societies. but, says Mr. Lovinson, 
where are the professions? Apart from the lawyers, who are con- 
siderably in evidence. where, he asks, are the doctors of eminence, 
the Ministers, the captains of industry ‘one of them is certainly on 
ithe duis), the leaders in commerce, the Professors at the Universities? 
Where, in short, are those who, by their experience and 
knowledged ability, could help in the solution of our communal! 
problems? All this is intended to convey that the personne! of the 
‘oard is nota true reflection of the composition of the Com.- 
munity. Well, this is a very material criticism. Is it a sound 
one? I believe it is. 1I¢ may be a fact that many comparative 
‘onentities find their way to Westminster, just as.it is alleged 
they do to Woburn House. But the personnel of Parliament is 
representative of the general structure of the nation. That can 
certainly not be said to be the case with the Peputies. I am not 
inking only of the absence of the Professors, or even of the 
octors of eminence. What weighs more, in my view, is the still 
adequate representation of East London opinion, and, above all, 
ue loss of the services of many Jews who have acquired their 
‘perience and their capacity for forming W ell-balanced judgments in 
ve school of general public affairs.

Ho. then, is the membership of the Board to be broadened 

and improved? Mr, Levinson tells us that there are 
many men who would be an honour to their constituents and 
‘ strength to the Board, and who are willing to serve. But, he 
‘gues, they will’ not come forward uninvited. That may be so! 
‘ut it is mot, I think, the whole story. Just to take one point: 
»ynagogue elections are largely won by the personal canvassing of 
candidates, Watch these gentlemen—mostly extremely “ ordinary” 
folk—at the polls! See them buttonholing the members as they 
Arrive, Think, too. of the numbers of personal friends and 
telatives of whose votes they make sure in advance. Is it at all 
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likely that a University Professor or an eminent doctor is going to 
enter into a contest with them—a contest in which favours go by 
personal relationships—and to court perbaps a bumiliating defeat ? 
('ntilthe more responsible elements in a congregation come together 
and select the worthiest men, and not only select them but run them 
vigorously against the smaller but pushful candidates, we may 
wait till the Meshiach for a more distinguished and representative 
Board, and the same little men will go on being elected time afte: 
time without anyone to say them nay ! 


ND another aspect of this question. In many cases—I am not 
referring to constituents of the United Synagogue—members 
of the Board aud not the congregations who elect them are 
expected to pay the dues charged for representation. It is 
a ridiculous and iniquitous system, for it means that while 
Members of Parliament are paid a salary, members of the 
Deputies not only receive nothing but are actually called upon to 
pay for discharging a public service. The point is, however, that 
the professional men of whom Mr. Levinson speaks are not alwave 
in a position, financially, to submit to this exaction, and many of 
them, I imagine, if asked to plank down £9 as a_ price of 
the honour of becoming a Deputy, would flatly refuse. Nor does 
this difficulty affect ony the rank and file. The Presidency of the 
Hoard in these days, besides being a very harassing, not to shy 
exhausting, task, is an all-day—I had almost said an all-day-and. 
night--one. The individual who is fortunate, or unfortunate, 
enough to occupy the position is consequently driven to neglect his 
own affairs. 
AM not, I believe, giving away any secret if I say that that has 
been the case with the existing President of the Board, Mr. 
Neville Laski. Ia this. instance, then, the recipient of the board's 
honours is not only not paid for his services, but actually suffers 
seriously in discharging them. There will be an election for the 
office he fills, following the General Election of Deputies. tt will 
be interesting to see how many men of light and leading in the Com 
munity will be burning to step into Mr. Laski's shoes! But the majer 
difficulty in the search for a more representative Board remains to 
be stated. {tt is to be found in the unshakable conservatism 
fam not using this word in its narrow political sense-—-that 
has characterised if in the ‘past. From this cause. 060i 
from & shrinking timidity, which its largely the same thing, 
if did not move with the times, and) the dust settled thickly on 
iis proceedings. Year after year, almost generation afte

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generation, it went on, tied to routine duties of the past, and scarcely 
conscious, apparently, of the vast changes in the Community and 
the new needs that came with them. In its wiser moments, it may 
have had some inkling of the truth, but it shivered on the river 
bank while the stream of events flowed by. 


Is these later years, thanks to the “revolution” of 1917, a more 

alert and enterprisivg direction has been seen. One could not 
imagine, for instance, the Board's leaders in the old days 
“descending” into a public campaign, even under continued 
prodding, in defence of the Jews. Their eyebrows would have pisen in 
amazement at the bare suggestion of such an undignified and, as 
they would no doubt have argued, dangerous thing. Still less would 


« 


o. they have dreamt of associating the Board, even in the most 


distant way, with Zionism. But the evil that men do lives after them: 
The Board acquired the reputation of being a somnolent body divorced 


pf: from realities. Men of first-rate ability and experience in public 
i }: affairs felt no call to join in its humdtum pre-luncheon deliberations 
a once a month on.Sundays. ‘The glittering opportunities of public 
: rf life tempted them away. Mr. Hore-Belisha, who did become a 


- ; member. put in one or two appearances at meetings, aud was never 
seen again! 


oe EREILN lies the major difficulty of which I have spoken. The 
F lesson is cGbvious. The more alive the Board is, the more 
it will attract able man honourably anxious to play a worthy part 
in worth-while activities. The move vigorous and alert it grows, 
the more will imearn the respect of the masses, still so largely and 
tragically withheld, and the less will it be troubled and weakened 
by the rise of rival bodies. Thetimes are difficult. Great problems 
have loomed up—the problem of our youth, most of all, involving the 
| whole future of our Comniunity and raising even the question of 
: whetber it bas a future at all. Let the Board become a great 
. Council of the Anglo-Jewish Community. Letit broaden its borizon, 
Let the whole present of English Jewry be its field of labour. Let 
it lay hold of the complex of problems that beset us, boldly ben, 
on constructing and re-constructing. Let it, in short, give our 
bewildered and drifting Community a rousing and determined lead. 
If it will have the courage and, above all, the imagination to do 
this, its reputation will soon rise, and the men of ability will 
austver its call. But time is of the essence of the question!

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A German Jewess Speaks 
TRYING TO BE INVISIBLE 
Pitiful Struggle of the Outcasts 


(By a Berlin Jewess) 


This is the second of three articles by a Jewess resident in 
Berlin. It gives a faithful and unexaggerated picture of the 
daily domestic lite of Jews under the cold pogrom of Nazi 
oppression. 

II 


Jews are no longer pestered in the street, but the following case 
is an example of many incidents no foreigner will notice: I go into 
a large store, still existing in spite of all theories. It is probably open 
because it is now defimtely and completely “Aryanised.” A shop 
assistant does not. serve me, although I frequently ask her to do 
so. I go up to a manageress. She only shrugs her shoulders, “A shop 
assistant is not compelled to serve a Jewess if she does not want to.” 

In cases of food shortage, which we very often experience, we have 
to queue up outside the shops with others to get what we need. We 
are glad if no unpleasant incident occurs. Waiting, we are obliged 
to listen to remarks impossible to repeat. Very often we are forced 
to give up our places and to go away empty-handed. Or a stranger, 
recognising us as Jewish and therefore trusting us, starts to whisper 
all kinds of things which, uttered in a louder voice, would lead to his ~ 
immediate arrest. We have to pretend to be deaf, and, if he does 
not stop talking, we must go away. 

There is no need to emphasise that every talk with strangers, 
ever, indeed, with people we know, about political matters 1s out of 
the question. The greatest care has to be observed even with intimate 

friends. It muist be admitted that our sorrowful Gommunity .has not 
failed to produce the most loathsome type of man with the meanest 
qualities of character, the spy and informer. The most terrible 
tragedics have been the result of their work. We are condemned to 
he silent even among ourselves. Why should we talk? We know that we 
all have to bear the same fate. Some of us try to get over all our 
troubles with a foreed optimism and try to persuade ourselves that 
things will be better one day. Others broke down at the beginning. 
rhose who were nationally-munded German patnots committed suicide 
from wounded pride... We, who live and fight on for our claldren’s sake, 
Why talk about it? 


Relations With “Aryars” at ‘n End . 


Prehdly neghbourly relations with “Aryans” have alinost ecased. 
Phere wre still many well-meaning people—I am fully convinced of that 
-tnore, perhaps, than we ourselves know. - Again and again I have 
heen assured by Gishint acquaintances that they sVinpat hise with ws, 
even.if they are unable to do anything for us.

There is no actual law prohibiting association With Jews, 
except tor otheials and members of the National Socialist Party. but 
everyone who visits Jews runs the risk of ineurring all manner of 
troubles. These are generally the consequence of denunciation by 
concierges and ambitious members of the Party, and we want to spare 
our tnends these unpleasantnesses. Thre is, moreover, a wide gulf 
between them and us.. What can we talk to them about? Their 
interests are no longer ours. Their culture is developing in channels 
far from ours. And we know that we burden them by letting therm 
see our wretchedness. We want to spare them this just because they 
are our trends, 


Conditions vary considerably if one goes into the provinces. Jews 
in the smaller towns are already living m an gpen ghetto. Here 


private relations with “Aryans” are completely suspended. An 
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acquaintance of mine, once belonging to one of the most respected 
families of a small town in Saxony, crosses to the other side of the 
street when she meets former fnends. She wants to spare them an 
awkward situation. In a small town, where everyone knows every - 
body else. it is an unpleasant sensation for an “Aryan” to be seen 
speaking to a Jew. That can only be msked at home by one with 
influential connections. 

To some extent, the Jews in the smnaller towns have gone through 
worse experiences than those in Berlin, Hamburg or Cologne, places 
frequently visited by many loreigners. There have been times when 
Jews have been afraid to leave them houses for days together. But 
even in davs of trouble we find some consolation, I was staying with 
an aunt on one of these oecasions. We could not leave the house fo) 
davs. Another tenant called on us and brought a parcel of food. 
“Take this,’ she pressed her oift onus. “I know you are badly off.” 

We cried bitterly. 

If I am bound to characterise the lfe of the German Jews in 
a few words, I should cay they try to make themsclves as invisible 4 
they can. 


Occasional Kindnes-es 

Our relations with officials, tax collectors, police, etc., are generally 
correct, polite, sometimes even friendly and accompanied by 
understanding when we have to do with older officals. The younge: 
ones, however. rned ith quick promotion, show their keenm 
to our cost: But not alwavs. One of my acquaintances, who drives » 
van, infringed a motoring by-law. A poleeman was going to summon 
him. When my acquaintance gave his Jewish name, the policerna: 
frowned. “Go on.” he shouted at hun, and added under his breath - 
“You have troubles enough.” 

The laws concerning the prohibition of intunate relations betwee 
“Avans” and “non-Aryans” are known all over the world. That there 
are still some “criminal” cases will be understood by those who realis: 
that life can be so miserable that love alone makes it possible. Thi 
unhappy “happy lovers” have a distressing hie. They are exposed to 
the permanent danger of denunciation and unscrupulous blackma:! 
The greatest efforts are made in the interests of all to suppres 
unreservedly all these relationships. 


Expenses Cut to the Minimum 

Our socal hfe, as far. as it exists, hes entirely among. ourselve- 
Even those who are not in actual want have httle means. Every Jovy 
still living in Germany has many obligations towards relations an} 
friends who lack the most clementary necessities. Private support ha 
to be carned out on a large seale. Many of the surviving Communitt:. 
are unable to deal offically with all the appeals. The duty of ever 
one in a position to do so is to help, help, help. 

This is only possible if we. cut down our own comfort to 
nunimum. It can easily be caleulated how much is left over for soci! 
life. Where the mamtenance of a certain standard has been attempted 
it consists of the amd receivilly of visits, Everything else he 
hecome too expensive. It is a matter of course that everyone avo 
luxury. We see fnends or acquaintances after dinner, and if we hav 
a long way to go we take our sandwiches with us. ‘We dare ono 
involve our hosts in any expenditure. We sit together all the even 
ing. There is only one thing to talk about. What will become of u 
What will beecotne of our emidren? We talk about rumours. abou 
fortheomung laws which will bring further restrictions. We try to « 
to decisions, we seek new ways. We always Curry letters in our pan Ket 
trom tnends and relations who are seeking a new life in near or dist 
lands. The news is read out and exchanged.. But it gives no practi 
help, it holds out no hope, CACEt pt in those rare Cases when the hap 
recipient is pronused a position abroad. And the result of these visits 
We return a httle more diseOuraged, depressed and apathetie than 
were before.

A Valuable Advance

In July, 1935, the writer, on behalf of the Bethnal Green and 
Shoreditch Jewish Benevolent Society, approached Dr. N.S. Lucas with 
view to aseertaininy the nurniber Ol 
over by the United Synagogue, and he was received very sympathetically, 
Within a month three socteties—Booth Street Rehef Institution, Sir 
Joseph Lyons’ Aw society, ard the Straiuht Ard Socrety. together 
with the Bethnal Shorecdit: Jewish Benevolent Society formed 
Co-ordinating Committee, and subsequent, investigation proved threat 
there had been over two thousund cases of overlapping in matzos and 
“rocenes during the Passover distmbution of 1935. In this investigation, 
the resources, advice and assistance of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
were placed completely at oul disposal 

It was evident to all the parties. concerned that such an abuse of 
charitable endeavour must be ended us soon as possible, and steps were 
taken to accomplish this. The result of the tirst year’s improved methods 
of co-ordination (during which ‘the societies helped 4,719 cases) reduced 
the number of overlapping cases to 617, and, in consequence, the societies 
were in & position to mecrease the size of the parcels given to beneficiamnes. 
{n the light of the experience of 1936, the system of application and dis- 
tribution has been revised and the Co-ordinating Committee. feeling that 
this veur the number of cases of duplicated assistance will be reduced 
to nil, have renased theyogst of the parcels to he cistrnibuted 
by some 20 per cent. They lav clauu‘to the behef that the quantities 
How being distributed are ample to cover the requirements of the bene- 
iting families in their entirety so fur as grocenes and matzos during the 
whole week of Passover are coneerned. 

It must he admitted. however. that the Co-ordinating Committee 
has, with the exception of Mr. I. Paule, of Wentworth Street, met with 
relusals from all other institutions or individuals whom it has approached 
with a view to co-ordinating in their Passover charitable actavities, and 
they feel that if these otitside bodies would avail themselves of the 
intormation now at the Committee's disposal, they would be in a Position 
ol advantage both to themselves and*their beneficianes. Our experience 
leads us to the belief that the societies in the co-ordinating scheme cover 
almost every needy case in London Jewry, and in bringing this. to the 
publie’s notice, they do so in the confident hope that subsenbers to other 
bodies will urge their respective Comunttees to take notice of this move-

ANALYSIS OF THE EAST LONDON POLL 


A Large Jewish Vote 
SIGNIFICANCE OF BLACKSHIRT FOLLOWING 


Labour's Paramount Duty 
[from our Special Correspondent | 


The rational rie WS have, the whole. yonored the vote 
obtained .by the B.ULF. in the L.C.C. elections. The BLAcKsHIRT, 
however. writes: “After four vears of stern battle bys the growing 
Blackshirt movement... . the British Union. ... has faced its foes 
in its first ‘electoral contest, and the results. show that already a 
foree has sprung up behind Mosley which can no longer be ignored an 
ithe ration s polttical calculations 

Ithough great satisfaction was expressed in East London that 
the Blackshirt candidates had not been returned, yet it is now reahsed 
that the BUF. has seored a minor suecess. In Lunehouse, they 
polled 2,000 votes, as against Labour's 8,000, that is, sixteen per cent. 
of the poll; im North-East Bethnal Green, 3,000, as against Labour's 
7.500, which is twenty-three per cent. of the poll; im Shorediteh, 2,000, 
as against Labour's 11,000, which is fourteen per cent. of the poll 
It mat, therefore, be said that roughly sixteen out of every 100 
local govermment electors in Limehouse are anti-Jewrsh, twenty-three 
out of every 100 in North-East Bethnal Green and fourteen out of 
every 100 in Shoreditch. 

The local government francluse ts, however, a narrow one- and, 
the KBLACKSHIRT contends that. lund these electrons been fought on 
Parhamentary Register. the Blackslurt vote would certainly have 
much larger. 

The BLACKSHIRT attmnbutes defeat to the fact that “in Limehouse 
there are more-than 5.€00 Jewish clectors. tethnal Green and Shore- 
citeh have about 3.000 each. These figures are based on Jewish names 
the Register and do Ala lute tine Montmore ie’s, Jone S's, Miac- 
donalds, ete., who started lite with a very different-sounding surname.” 
‘There Is doubt that the Je Wes Kast London vote i anti-Faseist. 
There is also no doubt that they voted sohaly, the vreat Hwpority 
of them gome to the poll, The Blackshirt defeat, however, cannot 
be attributed entirely to them. Although no tigures are available, tho

The sigmfhcant thing is that both Labour and Municipal Progres- 
ive recistered if Limehouse. It SCCTUIS, therefore, that the 
Blackshirts have won over a section of the population that had never 
voted: before. In Shoreditch, the Municipal Progressive vote is down 
by a few hundred, wluile the Labour vote has increased by a few 
thousand. Once again, New Voters seein to have been produced. In 
North-East Bethnal Green, the. Liberal Progressive vote is down by 
almost 2.000, while the Labour vote has increased by just over 
1.000, and the B.ULF. has become the second largest party ain the 
area. 

Whilst it is true, then, that Labour has increased its vote, it is 
equally true that the Fascists have cgauined support trom working 
people and, in particular, from many small traders. This is par- 
ticularly true of the Bethnal Green non-Jewish shopkeepers, who dislike 
the competition of the Jewish trader and the co-operative stores. It 
cannot be denied that support for the. B.U.F. was won as the result 
of an election campaign more unscrupulous than any knofn before, 
nm which Blackshirt demagogues played on three issues—anti-Semitisim, 
anti-Labour and chauvinist nationalism. 

[ beheve that the local East London Labour Parties have in the 
past been extremely. inactive in fighting Fascisin, and that the 
inereased vote registered by Labour was not a Socialist but an anti- 
Fascist vote. If Labour bestirs itself, then Fascism must be defeated : 
if Labour continues as dumbly inactive as heretofore, then it will 
undoubtedly play into the hands of Fascism. 


POLLING DAY IN THE EAST END 
Excitement Near Mile End Baths — 
INTENSE BLACKSHIRT ACTIVITY 

[From our Special Correspondent] 


On the atternoon of Thursday Li) last week— polling day lor the 
L.C.C. elections—I made a tour of Limehouse, North-East Bethna! 
Green and Shoreditch. 

The Blackshirts claim to be a working-class party, supported 
by the pennies of the working people, but no warking-class organisation 
was ever able to command so many motor-cars as did the Black- 
shirts. In every side-turning in Green Street, cars bearing the Fascist 
emblems were. parked, while throughout Stepney and Bethnal Green 
large Blackshut vans—capable of holding anything from a dozen to 
two dozen people—were being driven to and fro in an. effort. to 
encourage the people to “ Vote British.” Children. specially organised, 
paraded the streets in their hundreds bearing Fascist posters anc 
shouting slogans. Even in Mile End, where there were no Fascist 
candidates, Blackshirt vans appeared, and Blackshirts demanded that 
no votes be given to Labour, because “ Labour is Jewish.” Nothing 
was said about the Municipal Progressives, although one of the 
candidates was a Jew. The activity of the Fascists can be gauged from 
the fact that there were about twenty voters an hour at the polling 
station at Caley Street School, Limehouse, which is in the “ Blackshirt 
area,” and that by 5.30 p.m. over 3,000 people had voted there, 
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Outside some of the polling stations, Fascist sandwichmen we.

A: New Savagery is Abroad 
FASCIST ROWDIES SMASH JEWISH SHOPS 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


“We are afraid of what tony happen to us next,” a Green Street 
resident said to me after the elections. “We know the local Black- 
shirts; they still buy at our shops in many cases, but there has been 
kindled in them a burning hatred of the Jew. IT know that there 
has always been some measure of anti-Semitism im Bethnal Green, 
but that was entirely different from this. That did not prevent Jewish 
and non-Jewish children trom playing together, or Jew and non-Jew 
trom drinking together. To-day, however, anti-Semutisin has become 
«a racial issue, There ts now present «a vindictiveness and savagery 
which is entirely new.” 

That seents to be the general consensus of the 
Jowish residents,.and with that in aund the events of last week-end 
and the fears aroused among the Jews are perfectly intelligible. 

After the announcement ot the defeat of the Blackshirts at 
North-East Bethnal Green, several hundreds of them, led by their 
band of bagmpes and drutus, carned Raven Thotnson shoulder high to 
their headquarters m Green Strect.

British Official and Palestine Jew 


A Call for Better Relations 


SOURCES OF MISUNDERSTANDING 


Administrators Blamed for Government Policy 
sy A BRITISH OFFICIAL 


The following article on the relationship of Jeiws 
in Palestine to the British officials in that country is 
written by a British official of the Palestine Adminis- 
tration who has won the esteem and confidence of the 
Vishuv and who has a valuable record of far and 
efficient administration, His position, of course, COllL- 
pels him to write anonymously. Ile seeks to reveal the 
CAUSES of what hie. be lieves is the coolness 
which characterises this relationship, a revelation 
which. he 8, wary fend fowards (i bette 
standing on both sides, 


A large proportion of the Jews of Palestine come from lands 
where individual officials have great powers and the control from 
the central government is either ineflicient or even deliberately 
loose. Officials in these lands have invariably a not too friendly 
attitude towards the Jewish population; frequently they are openly 
hostile. It can easily be understood, therefore, that many Jews in 
Palestine have a natural tendency to look on the official in Palestine 

at any rate when he is not a Jew—as unfriendly disposed towards 
the Jewish people. As a British official of long standing who, I 
pride myself, has won considerable friendship amongst Palestine 
Jewry and who has a warm sympathy with Zionist ideals and the 
Zionist viewpoint, I feel Lam well qualitied to see both sides of the 
case in the relationship between Jews and British officials: It is 
because of my sincere friendship for the Jewish people that I seek 
this opportunity of interpreting, I hope for them, the other side, the 
officials’ difficulties and the matters in which they are misunder- 
stood. Of course, | am not authorised to speak on bebalf of my 
colleagues, but I. think that, with few exceptions, I represent 
their views, and that what I am going to say could equally be said, 
perbaps more persuasively, by a hundred others. 

The two main charges brought against us British officials are. 
putting it briefly (a) that we oppress the Jewish people, whenever we 
have the opportunity, putting difficulties in the way of the: attain: 
ment of their goal, the Jewish National Home, in general and in 
detail—in short, that we are anti-Semites, and ()) that we are 
contemptuous of Jewish efforts and successes, antagonistic towards 
individual Jews, and that we put ourselves on pedestals looking 
down on everyone who has not the advantage of British birth or 
citizenship. 

Criticise the Way but not the Work 


Unfortunately, so many of our critics have had no previous 
experience of the British system of government and can call to 
mind only the systems in force in Eastern Europe. They do not 
realise that the British official is the servant of his Government. 
not its master, not even a member of it.- He is here to carry ont 
the instructions he receives, to apply policy, not to create it. The 
details of administration are or should be left to him, but not the 
general lines. It is quite fair to criticise him as much as you like 
for the way in which he does his work, but not for the work that is 
given him to do, 

Let me give an illustration. A certain police officer was at one 
time the victim of persistent criticism by the Jewish population and 
this criticism in the end compelled histransferfrom Jerusalem. Tet 
me explain that I personally never have had any connection with 
the Police Force, so speak of this case merely as an outsider. Mr. 
Douglas Duff, who was a very subordinate officer of the police, in 
the course of his duty was instructed to see that the sta/us quo was 
preserved at the Wailing Wall and in particular that no screen op 
other erection was raised. Neither he nor any other officer of the 
Police, up to the Inspector-General, was called on to consider whether, 
legally or morally, the status quo ought to be preserved or 
whether the erection of a screen was an infringement of the statis 
quo, ‘This was decided by a far higher authority. Inspector Duff 
was in the position of a London policemen who is sent ont to 
perform a definite duty. If he had neglected to haye the screen 
removed, he would have been guilty of a grave dereliction of duty 
and would have been liable to punishment, perhaps even to dis. 
missal. ‘The Inspector, of course, carried out his instructions, and 
In consequence he became the object of an intensive campaign of 
hostile abuse and even threats, As far as I know there was no 
attempt to direct the attack against the authority that decided that 
the status quo had to be preserved and that the screen must be 
removed, the authority from which, at several removes, Inspector 
Duff received his instructions. This example of misguided 
hostility.is a typical instance, It could be multiplied a hundred 
times. It has gone so far that a policeman. who stopped a’ Jewish 
boy for riding a bicycle without a light has been accused of being 
inspired solely by anti-Semitism. I don’t think I am disclosing 
any secret when I mention that this practice of attacking officials 


for carrying out government policy led even in Lord Plumer’s time 
to strained relations between him and members of the Jewish 
Agency Executive. The difference between the adoption of policy 
and the performance of duty seems so often not to be realised. 

A great question, of course, from which 60 much misunder. 
standing springs, is that of the meaning in the Mandate of the term 
* Jewish National Home.” Imyself and my colleagues may have 
our own opinions of the meaning of this term. We may as indivi. 
duals sympathise with the Jewish view or not. But as civil 
servants we bave no opinions; we merely carry out those that are 
dictated to us. The Government does not accept the Jewish view 
that the Mandate means an ultimate Jewish State with, for 
the present, the encouragement of every step calculated to 
lead to it. It is not for us to question this decision. We have only 
to carry it out, to see, as far as we can, that nothing is done to 
further this Jewish policy, to keep the administration strictly to the 
furtherance of the policy of which the British Government has 
approved. I wish my Jewish friends would realise this and if they 
think that the policy of a Jewish State ought to be pushed and the 
hindrances in its way removed, would direct their campaign against 
the only party that can alter that policy—the British Government 
and not its servants, who if even they had the wholehearted 
support of the Jewish population, would still have a heavy task to 
accomplish. 

The Nature of the Englishman 


Now I come to the second complaint—the exclusiveness of tho 
British official and his alleged antipathy towards Jews aud lack of 
interest in Jewish affairs. I think I remember somewhat similar 
criticisms raised against English Jews in Palestine and even against 
German Jews. so that the offence or the appearance of it is not 
peculiar to British officials. We all admit that the typical Enctlish 
man is insular and reserved and has an instinctive prejudice agains! 
anything foreign... He is not quite comfortable in the eompany o! 
those between whom and himself there are differences of langua, 


or of customs. I don't think we pretend that we are otherwise, ani . 


I don't think we are proud of it. But we cant help if. -It is ou 
nature. ‘| he ore at Pb itV of the Jews of Palestine are foreign try 
ls, speak a fore langu havecustomsthatare strange fous. W 
do not feel for one momeutl that they are therefore inferior to us. the 
are just different. That there is no anti-Semitism in this is evident 
from the friendliness, the equality between us and the few English 
Jews here... | have never beard a suggestion of any attitude | 
that of complete equality between ourselves and the Koglish Jewish 
officials. We are conscious of no difference between them and om 
selves, and I don't think they feel themselves in any way differen! 
uncomfortable as we often are risa 


il 


from us, i dare Say | 

the Jews in official matters. the Jewish official is even more uncon 
fortable. The number of English JéWish officials, never large, is 
continually being depieted. Qn every occasion—lI know of no 


exception——the departure of such a colleague has been sincere|s 
regretted. We have looked on and look on the very few survivors 
just as members of our own circle, neither more nor less, and hav: 
judged them not by religion or race, but as men: and I can say that 
in that respect we have on the whole been very fortunate. 

Our social circle, although largely confined to fellow-oflicials, 
ndmits non-oflicial Jews also. Not many, itis true, for the reasons 
| have stated. But | could .mention a dozen or more English 
speaking Jews whose culture, if not English, is not alien to it, whom 
| have had the pleasure of entertaining in my own home, in whose 
homes my wife and | have been welcomed, and whom we have met 
on an equal footingun other English houses. That there is no 
innate anti-Jewish prejudice among the higher British officials as a 
body is evident from the number of marriages between them and 
Jewish girls. I can call to mind without effort some half dozen, 
and I believe there is a larger number of similar marriages 
among the English officials of lower station. This hardly points to 
social anti-Semitism. A dozen marriages among some four hundred 
British officials of all classes, most of whom probably were married 
before they came to Palestine, is not a small proportion. 

l admit the typical British reserve and insularity. I admit the 
absence of exuberance, the disinclination, for instance, to shake 
hands on every occasion with everyone one meets. This disinclina 
tion may give offence sometimes to the more flamboyant Continental! 
Jew, but I can assure him and your readers that there is no such 
intention. It is merely the English temperament. Our Irish 
colleagues, on the other hand, are different, but we think no bette: 
or no worse of them on that account. 


Jews ‘‘Distant’’ from Each Other ? 


Hitherto I have defended myself and my colleagues. I don 
want to turn the tables and defend myself by attacking. But are 
not the Jews also guilty of insularity? Do they really show avy 
desire for social intercourse with us? With the exception of th: 
few individuals I have mentioned, how many Jewish houses are 
there in Palestine in which we are made to feel at home? Do no! 
the Jews as a body look on us as beings outside of their world? Aft 
all, so I am told, the social relations between the great majority © 
the Jews of Palestine, who are of East’ European origin, and tho 
German Jews or the English Jews are similarly distant! The 
iaults in this respect are on both sides, but they are inherent. | 
must not be thought that these social relations have the remotes’ 
connection with anti-Semitism. After all, the other foreign com- 
munities in Palestine. for example the Germans or the Italians, 
could, if they wished, make the same complaint, 

One last word. Charges of anti-Semitism against Britis! 
Officials, not only. without justification, but even without the 
semblance of justification, seem again to be becoming an integra! 
part of Zionist policy. Asa well-wisher of the Jews and of the Jews 
of Palestine I ask whether this is a wise policy. To bring a false 
charge against a man is not the most effective means of making hi" 
friendly. Does not this campaign raise the risk of developing % 


feeling ,of anti-Semitism among my colleagues? ‘Would it not have 
that effect on many people ? 
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What the Disturbances Cost 
Grave Indictment of Government 


Alternatives for the Future

Exactly 39.8 per cent. of Palestine’s entire public expenditure for 
the year ending March 3ist, 1937, has been spent upon measures 
designed to mamta public security. <A schedule issued by the 
Government in connection with the current estimates shows that the 
total spent on the Police, the Transjordan Frontier Force and military 
rentforcements amounts to £P2.309.869. 

Of this sum, the Palestine Government is contributing £1,333,000 
towards the cost of the enlarged garrison. This is an increase of 
precisely £1,200,000 over the figure given in the estimates at the outset 
of the year. 

The Polece and Prisons Departinent alone takes EPTTS.000 of 
the current budget, and a further £P194.865 has gone for the Trans- 
jordan Frontier Force 

The total budget is £P5,907.388. In view of the fact that the total 
expected revenue is somewhere: about £P4_500.000. it is obvious that 
the Government will have to .mect the deficit: from that carefully- 
hoarded cash siurplus balance which was at once the pride and onyx 
inhabitants. Crrenat things had been planned the use of that 
comfortable nest-egg. Positively the last thing in mind for it was thy 
upkeep of a large, but purely ornamental Army, whose efticacy wa 
dra tically curtailed by the hesitant of one Wn hich offic 
promused i great deal more than he oe el performed. 

It is perhaps not too late at this juncture to regale readers 
outside Palestine with the tact that during the disturbances General 
Suv Arthur Wauchope bec known as “the * Hit: 
missioner.” He had «a fine delivery and,.if one were to judge th: 
man by his words, one telt that here was an administrator who would 
stand no nonsense. 

In action, he fell short of the ideal Cime!l Executiv: 
created upon several occasions by his addresses to the people through 
the medium of the Palestine Broadcasting Serviec. For one thing 
his voice did not reach the armed terronmst gangs in the hills. shootine 
down people im cold blood, for the kindly Government had forgotten 
to provide such gentry with portable wireless sets. For another thing 
it is doubtful whether His Excellency ever mtended ta give concret 
to his lnpassioned insistence that the Government would 
hesitate to use foree to restore law and order. 


Esyptian Paper Reproves Arabs 

lt is necessary at this momerit to reflect upon the past tailings 
oi the Palestine Government because of what is looming ahead. Onk 
last week, the Canro At Moxkarivam, usually sympathetic towards tl 
Arabs of Palestine, editomally reproached them for the current wav 
of murder and enme. They were doing their cause no good, it was 
pomted out, and in shootang down beth Arabs and Jews from: ambush: 
were merely rpetuating nu state of affairs which made econonu 
recovery more difeult. Here are the words which the Cairo Arabi 
daily used in referring to the supreme authority in Palestine : 

“ The Mmcapacit: of the Palestine Government ts a well-known 
tact, and there is no need to claborate the pomt, This Crovern 
ment was unable during a period of revolt, just as it is unable 
in time of peace in spite of its msiderable forees, to miaintam 
order in such a. bana, a time when the neighbouring 
countnes—Saudi-Arabma and  Transjordan—mamtaimed strict 
neutrality. 

* But the weakness of the Government ought not to serve as 
a pretext to the Arabs not to ternunate the present deplorabl 
position. Sensible Arabs ought to hasten to put an end to thi 
intolerable situation.” 


Crass Policy 

It is obvious that the policy conceived by the authorities, whethe 
the C‘olomal Othece al the huimesett, has bev Ti basect 
upon & gross blunder from the outset It has viewed Palestine trom 
the angle of its own offimal reactions. rather than taking account ot 
native psychology. 

That pohey has not changed. It anvthing, 1 has broadened in 
the scope of its lunatic indulgence. It has become the laughing-stock 
of the entire Near and Midd'e East. An Egyptian leader-writer on a 
newspaper, a humble Bedown tnibesinan im the Svrian desert, 
armed Palestuman terrorist skulking under cover to shoot defence. 
loss people—people robbed of ther means of deftence—a Polish Jew 
recently arrived from Warsaw, a German newcomer who knows what 
repression means—these folk of varying pacific or truculent tendencies 
lind common ground on which to mock at an absolutist Government 
Which cannot keep the peace in # land the size of a couple of English 
counties, 

Moreover, this Government has almost iliumtable powers. It can 
command anv forces that it wishes. It has no Parhament to fette 
its hherty of action, no electorate who may dethrone it upon any 
political pretext. If it so wishes, it can send the five hundred or so 
Arab leaders, minor leaders and mumon agitators to the island o! 
Perum, at the mouth of the Red Sea (a spot chosen by the Military 
General Staff when martial law was contemplated last year), and no 
one would raise a cry. And, above all, this Government can crus/, 
‘he present gangsterism, blackmail and terror which is keeping the 
nerves of peaceful inhabitants stretched to the breaking-pomt. 

Yet the Government woodenly refuses to act for fear of offending 
Some irresponsible Arab cleric who pretends to an authority which ts 
really non-existent, or into which he has been jockeyed by the very 
tactics of the Government which he openly flouts. 

None of this is said in bitterness or in a carping spint. Tt has 
heen the function of your Correspondent, for over a year now and 
weeks before the April disturbances actually broke out, to call attention 
ilmost week by week to some fatal mistake which the Government

OFFICIAL’S EXTRAORDINARY OBDURACY

An insight imto the workings of the mund of British officimidor 
in Palestine 1s afforded yn the case of the Arab refugees fron: Jaffa 
who were rendered homeless owing to the demolition of a seetron of 
the erowded old town last year.

Finally, the 
High Commissioner's attention was drawn to the obstinate attitude of 
the Distmet Commissioner, Mr. RK.

The District Commissioner agreed to put the refugee housing els: 
where if the cost of the preluninary works were refunded. He estimated 
these at £8,000 to £10,000. although the entire scheme was not 
to amount to more than £15,000! Finally, he reduced the amount 
to £2,300. Jewish orgamsations iiade it clear that the Government 
preimunary works had only cost £700 to £800, but offered 
fo pay £1,500 by way ol compensation to prevent the possibility ot 
having such Arab neighbours in their midst. The British official 
refused, and work Is proceeding the construction of the houses,

Newspaper Reporter's Mistake 
A MATTER OF DATES

What should go down in the annals of news-reporting as a classic 
instance of a “ bloomer” occurred in Jerusalem just about a fortmght 
ago. 

The cousin of a local newspaper reporter was arrested for mding 
a bicycle without a municipality licence.

It devolved upon THe Jewish CHRONICLE correspondent to 
explode the sensation, He asked the reporter whether there had been 
any date on the notice, It transpired there was no. date, 
and that the notice actually hid been on the board since the 
‘isturbances.

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German Jewish Immigrants 
AGENCY PUTS FIGURES AT 34,500

According to figures published by the Statistical Department of 
the Jewish Agency, there were 34,500 Jewish residents of Palestine, 
formerly resident in Germany, at the end of 1936. These comprised 
22579 German citizens coming direct from Germany, 1,402 from 
other countries, and 6.662 citizens of other countries or Stateless 
coming direct from Germary or via other countries. 2,300 German 
Citizens entered as travellers and were permitted to stay in 
Palestine.

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Meeting of Zionist Federation Executive 
REPORT ON PALESTINE SITUATION 


[COMMUNICATED ] 


The monthly meeting of the Executive Council of the Zionist 
tederation was held on Monday in the Conference Room, 77, Great 
tussell Street, W.C. The Rey. J. K. Goldbloom was in the Chair. 

Mr. S. Temkin reported that the Regional Conference held in 
Liverpool (reported in this issue) was well attended. and proved 
suecessful in many respects. All those who attended the Conference 
felt that it would be most desirable to have a similar Conference in 
the future, and it was thought that it might be possible to hold a 


itegional Conference in Newcastle-on-Tyne next October. 


In connection with the Shekel campaign, Mr. Michael Levy 
reported that he had visited ten centres, and had addressed a con- 
siderable number of business meetings. He felt that the results of 
this year’s campaign would show an increase in the sale of Shekalim 
in this country. He said that the Federation of Women Zionists 
were co-operating wholeheartedly, and that they had established a 
special Shekel Department under the Chairmanship of Miss Ansell. 
He was glad to report that be envisaged an increase in Siekel sales 
by Friendly Societies. 

On the motion of the Ion Officers. the following resolution was 
r ried unanimously : 

That the election by direct annual subscribers of delegates to the 
forthcoming annual conference shall this venr he by postal ballot. and 
that the direct annualsubscribers should previously be invited to send in 
their nominations of delegates by post, and that the clection shall be 
by the Constitution Committee. 


The Rey. M. L. Perlzweig, Director of the Political Information 
Department of the World Zionist Organisation, delivered a state- 
ment on the political situation, and referred to the lull which 
existed pending the report of the Kioval (C‘ommission. 
tothe friendly relations which had been established with a number 
of leading Syrian Arabs, and indicated how neighbouring Arab 
countries in general had, as a result of changes in Governments 
and regimes, come to take a more friendly attitude towards the 
Jewish National Home. 

Dr. Martin. Rosenblueth, who was warmly welcomed by the 
Chairman, and who had recently returned from Palestine. delivered 
in address conveying his impressions of the country in the present 
unsettled state. He said that while there had been a slowing 
down in the tempo of development, the economie life of the country 
was not at a standstill nnd. indeed, new settlements were founded 
even during the last few weeks. 


Land speculation had almost 
completely 


stopped. On the other hand, the country was 
experiencing, from the point of view of security, a state of high 
tension and the Yishuv did not feel that the appropriate measures 
were being taken by the authorities to ensure that the disturbances 
would not be repeated. ' 

Dr. Rosenbliueth also dealt with the absorption of German Jews, 
and especially with the rapidity with which the German-lewish 
children were being identified with the cultural structure of the

The Basis of Zionism 
LECTURE TO HIGHER EDUCATIONAL CENTRE 


Mr. Israel Cohen, Secretary of the Zionist Organisation, delivered 
in address on “The History of the Zionist Movement,” under the 
iuspices of the Jewish Higher Education Centre at Woburn House 
on Sunday evening. Mr. L.G. Bowman presided. 

Mr. Cohen's address was an aimirable summary of the history 

[the Zionist Movement down to the present day. 

In his references to Herz! and his pamphlet “~The Jewish 
state,” published in 1896, Mr. Cohen said uutil its appearance the 
nume of the author was almost unkuown tn the Jewish world 
except among people on the Continent who knew him as a play- 
wright and a journalist. Herz! had previonsly shown very httle 
interest in Jewish sufferings and the Jewish destiny, but he was so 
profoundly moved by the tragedy of the Jew which be saw unfolded 
vefore him inthe court in which Dreyfus was tried, that be devoted bis 
mind to a serious study of the Jewi-h problem, and he wrote out the 
<onelusions of his reflections in this remarkab'e and _ bistoric 
pamphlet, 

The outcome of this pamphlet, continued Mr. Cohen, was that 
in 1897, in response to the call of Ilerz!, the First Zionist Congress 
took place in Basle. It was the first time in Jewish history that 
‘ewish representatives came from all corners of the earth in order 
'o deliberate upon the position of the Jewish people and to devise 
ome method by which the Jewish problem could be solved on a 
ational basis. At that Congress the programme of the Zionist 
movement was adopted to the effect that Zionism aimed at the 
‘Stablishment of a Jewish Home in lalestine, secured by public law. 
this Zionist movement. said Mr. Cohen, was the most powerful 
movement that had arisen in Jewish history, and it derived its 
power from the fact that it was an organised endeavour on the part 
Of the Jewish people to secure the solution of its problems by a 
resettlement on a national basis in its ancestral country.

Board of Guardians Annual Meeting 
Lack of Support Deplored 


Vigilance Committee to Combat “ Sweating” 
vir Corre sponde nt] 


Presenting the seventieth report at the annual meeting of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians at Frankenburg House, Cheétham Hill 
Road, on Sunday, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., congratulated THe JEWistt 
CHRONICLE upon the courage it had displayed in showing up the 
weaknesses in the Community. Jewish employers, be said, should 
show an example to Christian employers. It was proposed to estah- 
lish a local Vigilance Committee, which would next year make 
public the names of employers who were “sweating” labour, 
unless those employers in the meanwhile brought about changes in 
their own conduct. He mentioned that ina case which had come 
before him as a magistrate, it bad been revealed that a man had 
heen working for a Jewish employer for 29s. a week, when the 
Trvde Union rate for the particular work was over £3 a week. 
During the year, continued Mr. Laski, the Board had dealt with 
4100 eases at a cost of £9,899. There were 170 tixed family 
eases always on the books. which accounted for nearly £5,000. 
Eighty loans for £870 had been granted, and there had been no bad 
debts. .Mr. Laski deplored the: lack of support from the Jewish 
Community. He said that only £3,703 had been received from that 
<ouree. A great number of Jews were not doing their duty to the 
Board and other Jewish charities. Many well-to-do Jews did not give 
anvthing while the same people gave over and over again. Mr. 
Laski congratulated the sub-sections and aid committees on their 
support, and expressed the best wishes of the meeting to Mr P. 
Lazarus, J.P., Vice-President, on the attainmeut of his seventy-tifth 
birthd iV. ' 
Co-ordination of Jewish Charities ?

The Purpose of Education 

The (‘HATRMAN, proposing the toast of “ The Sehools,” said that 
‘he great mistake, in his opimon, which had occurred in connection 
with the education of their young people in the past, even in a country 
<e England, had been that they were never able to make them 
quite understand whether they preferred to be Jews or something 
ey There had always been doubt in thew minds, and there was a 
cling that it was a handicap to be a Jew. But the kind of education 
rocceived at the Jewish Secondary Schools left no such doubt. The 
chool was handicapped as no other school was handicapped, because 
‘ cid not at present qualify for the Government grant, which would 
be about ts or £9 per annua pel child. Why was that grant not 
‘orthcoming? Not because it did not reach the required educational 
standard, Not because its teachers were not fully qualified ; not because 
‘he pupils there were in any way inferior to the secondary schools in 
the country, But sumply and solely the habitation, the domicile of 
that sehool did not reach the required L.C.C. standard. For instance, 
they had te have a paved playground, classrooms must be enlarged, 
“ Symnasium must be furnished and taboratorics must be equipped in 
& special way. Given these conditions the grant was thers. The 
Llittering prize was just outside their reach. The help of those present 


and the Community was needed to secure this grant which would 
automatically increase the income of the School by some £2,000 a year. 
In addition, if the School received the grant, it would immediately be 
open to recerve scholarship pupuls. 

Mr. Solomon dealt with other aspects of the School, and stated 
that the education was of the most modern kind. The pupils took 
tnatriculation in modern Hebrew. They were also given an opportunity 
of subjecting themselves to Jewish discipline, a thing which was 
exceedingly necessary. The football team of the School, which played 
schools in the neighbourhood and all over London, had not been 
defeated during the past season. The School, in spite of many handi- 
caps, had opened its doors to some of thé German refugee children. 

taper Dr. SoLomMoNn SCHONFELD, responding to the toast, thanked 
those present for their support and said that he knew it was very 
difficult to ask the same people over and over again. Supporting the 
Schools was really a self-defensive measure. 

Me. F. Asue Lincoin proposed the toast of “ The Endowments,’ 
und thanked those who had made endowments to the Schools.

South-East London Synagogue Classes 
DEPTFORD'S GRATITUDE FOR JEWISH CONTRIBUTIONS 


The forty-seventh annual prize distribution of the Hebrew and 
Religion Classes of the South-Kast London Synagogue, held on 
Sunday afternoon in the Synagogue, New Cross Road, S.E., was 
attended by the Mayor and Mayoress of Deptford, by Alderman 
W. H. Green, L.C.C., M.P. for Deptford, and by the Town Clerk and 
members of the Borough Council. Several references were made to 
the good relations that exist between the Jews and the non-Jews of 
the district. Mr. Barnett Janner presided and Mrs. Barnett 
Janner, J.P., distributed the prizes. Mr. S. Waiters, President of 
the Synagogue, welcomed the visitors. 

In a report on the work of the Classes, the Rev. H. BORNSTEIN, Hon, 
Superintendent, said that, in addition to the teaching of class subjects, 
the children were encouraged in a practical way to interest themselves in 
Judaism and the Jewish people. They were taken on visits to other 
London Synagogues, and in their own Synagogue there were special 
Children’s Services, including a special Children's Passover Seder and 
Service. The pupils ran a Habonim Gedud and contributed to the 
Jewish National Fund, the Hospital Sanday Fond and the Norwood 
Jewish Orphanage. ‘The number of children on the roll was ninety-four 

-forty-nine boys and forty-five girls—the highest number the classes 
had ever had, and the average attendance was seventy-three. In the 
Catford district, Mrs. Newman had kindly provided her house for a 
class. In the coming year it was intended, said Mr. Bornstein, to form 
an advanced class and to consider the founding of a confirmation class 
for girls, 

Mr. JANNER said it was every Jew’'s duty to himself, to future genera- 
tions of Jews and to mankind to see that his children were given the 
privilege of knowing what had been achieved by their ancestors. It was 
their right to be taught what it meant to be a Jew, that they might keep 
a stiff upper lip when confronted with any form of anti-Semitism. 

The Mayor of Deptford, Councillor H, E. WAULDEGRAVE, gave an 
address which bore testimony to his love and knowledge of the Old 
‘Testament. 

A vote of thanks to the visitors was proposed by Mr, I, T. Dove, 
Chairman of the Classes. Alderman W. H. Green, L.C.C., M.P., tm 
responding, said the Borough of Deptford recognised with gratitude the 
contributions which Jewish citizens made to their national and municipal 
life. The Mayoress also responded. 

The teaching staff of the Classes were thanked on the motion of Mr. 
L.- Jaffa. The Rev. H. Bornstein replied. The Rey. N. Goldston, Emeritus 
Minister of the Congregation, moved a vote of thanks to the prize-donors. 
Mr: Gaskell E. Jacobs proposed a similar vote to the Chairman and Mrs, 
Janner, who both responded, 

Psalms were sung by the pupils and Palestine songs by the Habonim 
Gedud. <A guard of honour was provided by the New Cross Company of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade under Lieut, L. M, Cohen.

This is the question to which the author sets out to find an answer.

Liberal England was clearly 
surprised, if not actually shocked, by the anti-Senutice outburst of the 
British Fdscists in the Kast End of London. One could detect a note 
of perplexity, shamefaced embarrassment and even agiarm om the 
Parliamentary and Press discussions on the subject. It was felt that 
the question reached far beyond anti-Semuatism; that it concerned the 
Enghsh as much as the Jews. It was a question of the mental health 
of the Enuylish people and of the extent of ther immunity from the 
contagious psycholomeal thseases which are now ragng on_ the 
Continent. Whatos the mystery behind the recent. anti-Jewish events 
in London? Are they the harbingers of a real anti-Semitic movement 
in England? Has England, which Intherto had practically no Jewish 
problem, suddenly diseovered one? Have the germs of anti-Semitism 
and .racmalsam, the most detestable of Hitler's theones, erossed the 
(hannel and infected the ‘healthy con- 
stitution of the Bntisher’? These are B 
momentous questions upon which much y 
that is premous in Europe depends. 

Any facts that can be adduced to throw 

on these questions ure, there- 

fore, worthy of the closest attention. 

And the facts, as they are seen from a 

cursory review of Anglo-Jewish life for the last two generations, all 
seem to indicate that there is no place in Europe (and probably not.in 
the workd) which presents a less fertale sol tor anti-Senmtism at the 
present moment than does Great Bntain.

That 
vroup, Which together with its deseendants born in England numbers 
approxumately 150,000 to 200,000, originally constituted the clements 
of a social problem. They were sutlimently different in appearance, 
language, mode of life and thought from the surrounding native 
majority to act as a psychological uritant among people not used to 
foreigners. “The long-suppressed and newly-released energy of some ot 
these ulumgrants was also sulliciently strong to create real competition 
tov a number of small native shopkeepers and business men who had 
rot the temperament, the nervous drive, and the will to success which 
eenturies of persecution had stored up in the neweomers. Aggravating 
the situation, these imnugrants, with the clannishness usual to people 
in a strange land, clung together more strongly. than the native 
{nglish population. They settled mostly in special areas, as in the 
Kast end of London and sinnlar districts in other cities. There they 
transplanted some of them native customs and modes of hfe, trans- 
forming these areas into what came nearest to Continental Jewish 
(;shettos that England had seen since the Expulsion. This still more 
accentuated the foreignness and brought out into prominent relief the 
ahen character of the group as a whole. 

The result.was that a generation or more ago, when the waves 
of East-European Jewish immigration were beating highest upon the 
Britash shores, England had its nearest approach to a real Jewish 
problem. There is no denying the fact that the first result of the 
unpact of a large group of East-European Jews upon England was 
an outburst of anti-Semitism of real virulence and power which is 
still remembered in England, by Jews and non-Jews alike. The Press 
was bitter and antagonistic; speeches in Parliament breathed ill-will 
if not hatred towards the “aliens.” There were districts in the East 
End of London in those days where the lives of Jews were not safe, 
and where Jewish chnldren had to battle their way to school as a matter 
ot daily routine. The anti-alien movement which swept England in 
the early years of this century undoubtedly had all the elements of 
an anti-Semitic movement in it. If the present anti-Jewish outbreak 
had anything of the social, economic and psychological causes of that 
movement it would have been difficult to deny the reality of its basis. 
The most hopetul feature of the present situation, however, is that the 
conditions of forty years ayo are not only conspicuously absent in 
england now, but are almost the reverse of those which existed then.

NAZIS’ HYSTERICAL OQUTPOURINGS 


“ Stuermerism Supreme 


A THREAT TO THE U.S. GOVERNMENT 


\n hysterical flood of unprintable abuse, previously equalled 
only by the STUERMER, was last week let loose in the Nazi Press 
against Mr. Fiorello Latiuardia, Mayor of New York, following 
disparaging references to Hitler made by him in addressing a 
gathering organised by the women's section of the American Jewish 
Congress, In commenting on the suggestion that the New York 
World's Fair should bave a “Temple of Liberty” in which man’s 
struggle for liberty through the ages should be depicted, the Mayor 
declared: “ With that temple dedicated to the progress of world 
religious freedom I would have a ‘chamber of borrors,’ and, as a 
climax, | would havo in it the figure of that brown-shirted fanatic 
who is now menacing the peace of the world. I would give them 
an exhibit they could look at and learn by.” 

Immediately, a wild frenzy of abuse seized upon the entire 
Nazi Préss. The ANGRIFP. the mouthpiece of Dr. Goebbels, which 
Jed the attack, devoted an entire front page to a stream of invective. 
Among the less objectionable terms used were “ crook,’ “ gangster " 
avd “blackmailer.” The article is headed “ New York's chief Jew 
LaGuardia, criminally insults our Fiirer.” Farther on. Mr. 
is’described as pimp,’ and bis audience as “ the 
1,000 Jewish prostitutes whom he dragged in from the street to 
provide an applauding public.” 

LaGuardia has occupied the Chair of the Jewish Boycott Com- 
mittee for turee-and-a-half years, the paper rages, and during that 
time he has been insulting Germany. It was the ’J.wish rascal ” 
LeGuardia, it goes on, who instigated Jewish gangsters to tear 
down the Swastika flag on the Bremen, and who praised in public 
the Polish’ Jew Brodski for giving his infamous verdict in the land 
of liberty for all gangsters and for his insult to the German flag. 
The climax has been, however, reached with his orgy of insults 
against the Leader in front of thousands of Jewish women. “This. 
Jewish apostle does not, of course, grasp with his cheap Jewish 
brain what it means to insult a leader of seventy million people. 


Nazi “Interest’’ in American Events 


lt seems, Dr. Goebbels’ paper continues, that in America the 
j,overnment is afraid of the guns of New York's underworld. “We 
do not intend to step down into the gutter from which LaGuardia 
takes his terms of abuse,” the ANGRIFF states, *’ but this we can say 

we might take an interest in American events that might not 
prove too agreeable.” Other Berlin papers published similar articles, 

A verbal protest againt Mr. LaCGiuardia’s speech was later made 
to-the State Department in Washington by the Counsellor of the 
German Embassy, Dr. Hans Thomsen, who is said to have declared 
that the Mayor's remarks were not becoming for an American 
official. 

Mr. Cordell Hull, American Secretary of State, informally 
expressed his regrets regarding the incident, adding that he had no 
definite plans except to ascertain the facts. It was pointed out, in 
an oral statement delivered to Dr. Thomsen, that “in this country 
the right of freedom of speech is guaranteed by the Constitution to 
every citizen, aod is cherished as part of the national heritage. This, 
however, does not lesson the regret of the Government when utter- 
ances, either by private citizens or by public officials speaking in an 
individual capacity, give offence to a Government with which we 
have official dea:ings.”’ 

However, this failed to satisfy the Nazis in Berlin, Following 
up its bint of an attack on the U.S A. generally, the ANGRIFF, in a 
further issue, published a full page of pictures under the herding: 
“This is America, the land of freedom for all gangsters.” ‘The front 
page carried a he ding: “ The Jewish lout LaGuardia permits him- 
self shameless new actions against Germany.” The caption beneath 
one picture, showing the arrest of a gangster, is: * Bank robber 
No. 1 caught red-handed, One of LaGuardia’s colleagues who bas 
not yet risen to be Mayor or a Governor.’ Another page of the 
\NGRIFF attacks the Roosevelt administration under the headline: 
“Four years of Roosevelt ; unprecedented misery in the United 
States.” Another issue this week suggests that Mr. LaGuardia be 
removed from his post. A cartoon is reproduced from the British 
Union of Fascists’ ACTION purporting to show the extent of © Jewish 
capitalist influence ” in the U.S.A. 

Tuesday's issue of the ANGRIFF contained an alleged statement 
made by Benjamin Franklin, the great American statesman, in 
Congress shortly before his death in 1780, demanding that the Jews 
be expelled from the country. This statement is part of the stock- 
in-trade of the STUERMER and similar publications, although it has 
been declared by Professor Charles Beard, the eminent American 
historian, to be a “crude forgery.” The ANGRIFF’s “ quotation 18 
widely repeated by the Nazi press.

U.S. Press on “Inexcusable Outburst”’ 

The reaction tothe Nazi outburst is highly significant. While 
it is generally felt that the Mayor's remarks were gratnitous and 
out of place, Tur Times declares, that fact is not held to excuse the 
extraordinary outburst which those remarks have provoked in 
Germany. The New York Post recalls the unrestrained abuse of 
other nations by the Nazi press and the attack upon President 
Roosevelt by the ANGrirr, “ the local Nazi gutter-*heet.. The paner 
sugeests that next time a Hitler Latruardia fend breaks ont the 
Stute Department should privately seud the German Ambassador 
about bis business. 

The New York HeraLp Taisune states in an editorial that no 
exhibit of Hitler in a chamber of borrors was desirable, since the 
Nazi outburst had a more devastating effect on American’ public 
opinion than any such exhibition. a 

The Artists’ Union of New York has sent a telegram to Mr. 
LaGuardia, offering to create a chamber of horrors at the next 
World’s Fair. Mr: Billy Rose, a famous New York producer of 
variety shows, has expressed a similar desire.

‘The conference adopted a resolution for 
centra'ising boycott activities and urging the Government to set up 
an investigation to prevent N zt propaganda. The Women’s Section 
of the American Jewish Congress have telegraphed to the State 
Department, demanding that it obtain an apology from Germany for 
the scurrilous reference made to them by the N:zi press.

There is not the 
shghtest doubt that that distinet Jewish group life which forty or fifty 
years ago was [ngland’s nearest approach to a Ghetto is rapidly 
disintegrating and disappearing as a snowball in the spring sun. Soom 
it is bound to become a mere memory for, quite apart from the working 
of the powerful social forces of assimilation, the old immigrant Jew 
who inhabited and created it is rapidly approaching the end of his 
span ot physical hie. He -himself is disappearing even more rapidly 
than lus former abode in Whitechapel and Mile End. He, his 
lunguage, his manners, his indomitable energy, his keenness, Ins 
pathetac eagerness, his lust for life and success, all will soon be a legend 
vn these shores, the legend of the man who knew the dark dungeon 
of oppression and felt the first thnll of liberation: who bore upon 
hunself the marks of centuries of perscution and experienced freedom ; 
ihe man who was horn i slave and tasted and loved hberty.

Thus the kernel of what is supposed to constitute the newly- 
‘useovered Jewish problem in England js in the last analysis traced 
to the second and third generation of Kast-European Jews, It is they 
who form the bulk of the so-called Jewish East End which the Britis):

Who are 
these people?) What is their social and psychological background ? 
What is it in them that arouses the ire of the Fascists and ealls for 
an orgamsed anti-Semitic movement stronger than that of forty years 
ago against their unmigrant ancestors?

Storm Over LaGuardia 
NAZIS’ HYSTERICAL OUTPOURINGS 


“ Stuermerism Supreme 


A THREAT TO THE U.S. GOVERNMENT 


\n hysterical flood of unprintable abuse, previously equalled 
only by the STUERMER, was last week let loose in the Nazi Press 
against Mr. Fiorello Latiuardia, Mayor of New York, following 
Jisparaging references to Hitler made by him in addressing a 
sathering organised by the women's section of the American Jewish 
congress. In commenting on the suggestion that the New York 
World's Fair should have a "Temple of Liberty” in which man's 
\ruggle for liberty through the ages should be depicted, the Mayor 
Jeclared: “ With that temple dedicated to the progress of world 
eligious freedom I would have a ‘chamber of horrors, and. as a 
climax, | would have in it the figure of that brown-shirted fanatic 
who is now menacing the peace of the world. I would give them 
an exhibit they could look at and learn by.” 

Immediately, a wild frenzy of abuse seized upon the entire 
Nozi Press. The ANGRIFP. the mouthpiece of Dr. Goebbels, which 
Jed the attack, devoted an entire front pace to a stream of invective. 
Among the less objectionable terms used were “ crook,” “ gangster ” 
and “ blackmailer.” The article is headed “New York's chief Jew 
LaGuardia, criminally insults our Fiimrer.” Farther on. Mr. 
LoGuardia is described as a “pimp,” and his audience as “ the 
1.000 Jewish prostitutes whom he dragged in from the street to 
provide an applauding public.” 


LaGuardia has occupied the Chair of the Jewish Boycott Com- 


inittee for three-and-a-half years, the paper rages, and during that 
time he bas been insulting Germany. It was the “J. wish rascal 
LaGuardia, it goes on, who instigated Jewish gangsters to tear 
down the Swastika flag on the Bremen, and who praised in public 
the Polish Jew Brodski for giving his infamous verdict in the land 
of liberty for all gangsters and for his insult to the German flag. 
-The climax has been, however, reached with his orgy of insults 
against the Leader in front of thougands of Jewish women. “This. 
Jewish apostle does not, of course, grasp with his cheap Jewish 
brain what it means to insult a leader of seventy million people. 


Nazi “Interest’’ in American Events 


lt seems, Dr. Goebbels’ paper continues, that in America the 
jovernment is afraid of the guns of New York's underworld. “We 
io not intend to step down into the gutter from which LaGuardia 
fakes his terms of abuse,” the ANGrirr states, “ but this we can say 

we might take an interest in American events that might not 
prove too agreeable.” Other Berlin papers published similar articles, 

A verbal protest againt Mr. LaGuardia’s speech was later made 
\o the State Department in Washington by the Counsellor of the 
(ierman Embassy, Dr. Hans Thomsen, who is said to have declared 

at the Mayor's remarks were not becoming for an American 
official. 

Mr. Cordell Hull, American Secretary of State, informally 
oxpressed bis regrets regarding the incident, adding that he bad no 
Jetinite plans except to ascertain the facts. I6¢ was pointed ouf, in 
an oral statement delivered to Dr. Thomsen, that “in this country 
the right of freedom of speech is guaranteed by the Constitution to 
every citizen, and is cherished as part of the national heritage. This, 
however, does not lesson the regret of the Government when utter- 
nces, either by private citizens or by public officials speaking in an 
ndividual capacity, give offence to a Government with which we 
have official dea:ings.”’ 

However, this failed to satisfy the Nazis in Berlin. Following 
op its bint of an attack on the U.S A. generally, the ANGRIFF, In a 
further issue, published a fall page of pictures under the herding: 

Chis is America, the land of freedom for all gangsters.” The front 
page carried a he:ding: “ The Jewish lout LaGuardia permits him- 
elf shameless new actions against Germany.’ The caption beneath 
one picture, showing the arrest of a gangster, is: tank robber 
No. 1 caught red-handed. One of LaGuardia’s colleagues who has 
not yet risen to be Mayor or a Governor.’ Another page of the 
\NGRIFF attacks the Roosevelt administration under the headline: 
“Four years of Roosevelt; unprecedented misery in the United 
States.” Another issue this week suggests that Mr. LaGuardia be 
removed from his post. A cartoon is reproduced from the British 
'nion of Fascists’ ACTION purporting to show the extent of © Jewish 
Capitalist influence ” in the U.S.A. 

Tuesday's issué of the ANGRIFF contained an alleged statement 
made by Benjamin Franklin, the great American statesman, in 
Congress shortly before his death in 1780, demanding that the Jews 
be expelled from the country. ‘This statement is part of the stock. 
in-trade of the SrUBRMER and similar publications, although it has 
been declared by Professor Charles Beard, the eminent American 
historian, to be a “ crude forgery.” ‘The ANGRIFF’S “quotation” 18 
Widely repeated by the Nazi press. 

The VoELKISCHER BEoRACHTER publishes an attack headed, 
“A dirty Talmud Jew gets impertinent,’ demanding that the Jew 
LaGuardia” be rendered harmless cither by being put into a lunatic 


‘asylum or in gaol. “This Jew has been washed up from the under 


world into the office of Mayor of the largest city in the United 
States,’ it screams. “His criminal mle forces the decent people 
in the world to introduce new defensive measures against these 
criminal types that wander freely about under a political mask.” 
Fhe DEUTSCARE ALLGEMEINE ZeEITUNG says: “ This stupid vulgarity 
inust not be ignored by Washington. We expect suitable measures. ’ 


U.S. Press on “Inexcusable Outburst’’ 

The reaction to the Nazi outburst is highly significant. While 
it is generally felt that the Mayor's remarks were gratnitous and 
out of place, Tun Times declares, that fact is not held to excuse the 
extraordinary outburst which those remarks have provoked in 
Germany. The New York Post recalls the unrestrained abuse of 
other nations by the Nazi press and the attack upon President 
Roosevelt by the AnGrirr, “ the local Nazi gutter-eheet.. The paner 
sugecests that next time a Hitler LaGuardia feud breaks out the 
Stute Department should privately send the German Ambassador 
about bis business. 

The New York HeraLp Tamune states in an editorial that no 
exbibit of Hitler in a chamber of borrors was desirable, since the 
Nazi outburst had a more devastating effect on American public 
opinion than any such exhibition. 

The Artists’ Union of New York has sent a telegram to Mr. 
LaGuardia, offering to create a chamber of horrors at the next 
World's Fair. Mr. Billy Rose, a famous New York producer of 
variety shows, has expressed a similar desire. Rabbi Dr. Stephen s. 
Wise has announced that a muss rally is to be held shortly in order 
to answer Nazi scurrilities,”’ 

When informed of the Government's policy, Mr. LaGuardia 
declared: “I still stand by what ! said, and repeat it again. . : . 
[ know of no artist or designer who can paint or carve anything 
that will adequately depict the personalities of the Nazi Government 
ov Hitler himself, or the type of government he is giving.” Following 
reiterated regrets to the German Government by the State Depart 
ment this week, Mr. LaGuardia declared that “it would take more 
than an apology by the State Department to make me change my 
mind.” 

\ message condemning Mr. Cordell Hull's apology to Germ iny 
in connection with the LaGuardia incident was this week sent by 
Mr. Simuel Untermyer, President of the Non-Sectarian Antr- 
Nuzi League, to a uational anti-Nazi conference convoked by the 
League in New York. The conference adopted a resolution for 
centra'ising boycott activities and urging the Government to set up 
an mvestigation to prevent N zi propag inda. The Women's Section 
of the American Jewish Congress have telegraphed to the State 
Department, demanding that it obtain an apology from Germany for 
the scurrilous reference made to them by the N zt press. 

According tothe Dairy TeLecrarn, Mv. LaGuardia is apparently 
yot troubling to contradict Nazi statements that he is a Jew. In 
netual fact. it is stated, he is an Ltalian Catholic, and his- mother 
was partly Jewish.

Thus over 8,000,000 free citizens are to rid themselves of the 

| bondage imposed upon them by a minority which the Nazis place at 

200,000, but which does not reach the figure of 159,000, including 

| . children. the aged and the infirm! This erade and fantastic charge 

| is suitably commented on in one Amsterdam publication: “ We have 

hitherto been under the naive impression that our public schools, 

as well as the cotintry’s other scholastic establishments, are 

purely Christian, free from Jewish infl e, staffed only by 

Christian teachers and controlled by Dutch Aryans,” he writes. “II 

is only now that we learn how “Sudaised’ these institutions have 

become. We have failed hitherto to observe Jewish influénce in the 

Press and in finance. . . . How terrible, but how idiotic are such 
assertions.’ 

This recent National Socialist pronouncement should go far to 

rid Dutch Jews of their illusions, and it is hoped that the Community

Mursbal Pilsudski, Senator Trockenheim said, bad on th! 
oocasion declared that “the Polish Government will not allow any 
infringement of the rights of the non-Polish citizens of the country, 


|. pinee it believes that toattack any group of citizens because of their 


religion or language is against the spirit of the Polish people. The 
Government will create possibilities for a harmonious collaboration 
between all the citizens of different nationalities and cultures. It 
considers that the economic life of the country should be entirely 
uuder its control. It will, therefore, observe strict neutrality tn all 
tle spheres of economic life and take into account only questions of 
expediency, but not of nationality or religion.’ 

Senator Trockenheim went on to object against the argument 
that Jews monopolised trade in Poland, and asserted that if Jews 
were admitted to the Civil Service, of whose 600,000 members 
virtually none were Jews, the number of Jewish traders would soon 
decrease. 

Professor Michaelowicz, formerly Rector of Warsaw University, 
delivered a speech vigorously denouncing the anti-Jewish excesses 
at Polish Universities. “Whatis happening to-day at our Univer. 
sities is nothing less than Sadism,” he declared. Although the 
Endek hooligans who organised these excesses were a small 
minority, he added, the majority of the students had not sufficient 
courage to oppose them, | 


The old Jewish cemetery in Lublin was last week desecrated, many 
tombstones being demolished. Anti-Jewish vandals also caused damadce ~ 
in the Jewish cemetery in Ostrowiec. 


The Warsaw Jewish lawyer Wilhelm Ryppel, who organised the 
abortive “ Liberation March " to Palestine last November, has applied to 
the authorities for permission to organise a new march soon after Passover. 
This time, Ryppel intends to enrol 10,000 marchers, The first march 
ended by the dispersal of the marchers by a police baton charge. 


The Medical Association of the Kielce Province last week adopted a 
resolution to introduce the “‘Aryan Paragraph” in the Statutes.

Matzo Ban Denied 
| Rabbis and Bakery Difficultics 


Reports which-bave circulated regarding an alleged prohibition 
of the baking of Matzot in the Soviet Union have now been denied 
in Moscow. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency has been informed that 
such a prohibition would have been a violation of the new Soviet 
Constitution, which guarantees full religious freedom to all creeds. 
it was the use of hired labour, prohibited by the Constitution, which 
made the baking of Matzot in private bakeries impossible. The 
baking of Matzos itself had never been prohibited. 

Jewish Teleqraphic Adcency was also informed that an offer 
had been’ made to the Jews by the Soviet Government providing 
for the baking of Matzot, according to the Jewish religious precepts, 
in the State. bakeries.

Race-Hatred Condemned 
Dr. Schuschnigg Attends Big Public Meeting 


De. Schuschnigg, the Austrian. Chancellor, and prominent 
members of the Austrian Cabinet were present last week ata great 
public meeting held in Vienna by the Pan-European Union to protest 
against the racial propaganda of Navi Germany. The chief address 
was delivered by Dr. Coudenhove-halergi. the well-known writer and 
President of the Pan-Europeon Ul sion, who paid a warm tribute to 
the humanitarian ideals of Jewish. Cliristian and Hellenic civilisa- 
tions. Jewish ethical teaching, he said, would always remain the 
ideal of the human race. ile referred to those ~ swind ers and 
robbers” who attempted to force humanrty to glorify them as 
heroes, while they allowed poets and thinkers to die of starvation. 

A member of the German-Austrian Caltural Committee. who 
also addressel the meeting. urged the necessity of giving the 
national minorities full freedom and full equality of rights in 
accordance with Austrian traditions. 

it was announced last week that the Union of Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen has been incorporated in the militia of the. Father- 
land Front, Dr. Schuschnigg's political organisation. 


Jewish Population’s Steady Decline 


‘A constant decline in the Jewish population of Austria is 
revealed in the recent statistics figures published by the Vienna 
Community... According to the census of 1925, there were in Austria 
290,208 Jews, 201,515 of whom lived in Vienna. The 1934 census 
shows a decrease of 28,727, ovr 1 per cent., there being 191,481 Jows 
ix Austria that year. The number of Jews in Vieona was 167,084, 
ovr a decrease of 25,479. 

The chief cause of the decline in the numbers of the Jewish 
population is due, rt is stated, to a heavy fall in the birth-rate. 
While in 1923 the number of Jewish births amounted to 2,735, it 
declined to 1.362 in 1928, to 900 in 1933, and to 757 in 1936. There 
was a corresponding increase in the death-rate during the same 
period, Thus the number of Jewisli deaths in Vienna in 1923 
amounted to 2.571, in 1928 to 2,469, in 1955 to 2.689, and in 1956 to

Strong Measures Against Nazis 


Following a Cabinet meeting last week, at which the Premier, 
M. Daranyi, submitted to his colleagues proofs of the preparation of 
« Llongarian Nazi pu/sch, it is reported that severe measures are to 
be adopted against the Nazis. including the confiscation of their 
newspapers, the dismissal of the pro-Nazi officials and the vigorous 
suppression of anti-Jewish riots. 

A typical outburst of Jew-baiting occurred in Debreczen last 
week, when University students dashed through the town in motor 
‘ars and threw stones at Jewish houses. As the Debreczen police 
themselves possessed no cars, the students escaped scot free.

Maimonides in Medieval England 
Schechter Society Lecture
